The reported losses of S, 4, or 6 per cent, of 


a cattle brand during winter storms is thank- 
fully receiyed by tho eastern owners. It does 
not represent a large loss of money. I do 
not beb'ere that there bos ever been, a herd of 
cattle wintered on tho plains, where no pro- 
vision was made for food for them,;that did 
not lose much more than tho reported loss. 
I speak of stock cattle, not of bands of picked 
.steers, and I would not believe the reports if 
all the cruel men who insure cattle on tho 
range lying between the Rio Grande and 
Saskatchewan rivers swore to thorn: I havo 
known entire hords to be lost. Of one herd 
of 1,000 beeves, not a single animal^survived 
tho winter of 1871 and 1873 in Kansas. No 
herd that I know of lost less than 33 per 
centum, and the majority of stockmen lost 
over 78 per centum during that cold winter. 
In the spring of 18801 saw thousands of dead 
cattle and sheep lying on the banks of the 
Arkansas river. The number of cattle lost 
during tho winter of 1879 and 1880 was enor- 
mous; and tho suffering of the cattlo that 
preceded that loss, what of that? 
' 


No man of sensibility could possibly enjoy 


money earned by the sufferings of dumb ani- 
mals committed to his care. Ownership ol 
cattle implies more than tho pockoting of 
the profits of a herd. It implies, impera- 
tively implies, protective care of the( animals. 


I have seen cattle during cold«polls, when 


the life-sustaining water was ice-bound, 
gather around their accustomed watering- 
places and moan for a drink. Borne of these 
thirsty cattle, that were too weak to search 
for running water, would stupidly stand 
around the frozen pools until they fell and 
died from inflammation of tho stomach. I 
have opened some of these cattlo, and in all 
cases found the contents of their stomachs a 
hard cake-like mass, and their stomachs high- 
ly inflamed. Tho sufferings these poor crea- 
tures endured before death relieved them 
must have been frightful. They were crazy 
with pain. As long as they had sufficient 
strength to stand they attacked every man 
who ventured near them. 


I have seen cows so weak that they stag- 


gered as they walked, give birth to calves in 
the most sheltered spots they could in their 
weak condition find. After the exhaustion 
of 
labor 
they 
arose 
and 
lovingly 


licked 
their 
offspring 
dry. 
This 


net performed they, braced 
themselves 


and coaxed the calf to nurse. Then, lying 
down, reaction occurred. The first flush of 
maternity had passed, and they were unable 
to again rise. The starving calves bleated 
pitifully around their dying mothers. In 
answer to the calls of their young, the dams 
repeatedly endeavored to arise. They were 
so weak that when they were partially tip 
they pitched forward on their heads. They 
struggled and struggled until their chins and 
foreknces were skinned. They died trying to 
perform their duty. The brutes who live in 
log cabins that stand by the banks df creeks 
that flow tlirough the plains did not perform 
theirs. They regretted the loss of money that 
represented the value of the cow. That was 
all. 


It is a matter of surprise that cowboys are 


crnel and brutal? It is but a step from' 
cruelty to dumb animals to murderous bru- 
tality toward unresisting, because surprised, 
men. 


I think I hear it exclaimed that gentlemen 


who are noted for their humanity eiigage in 
breeding cattle on tho plains. Do they! A 
man who deliberately abusescattle;whobuys 
a brand with avowed intention of allowing a 
portion to starve, because it is cheaper to lose 
some than to feed all; who for tho sake of a 
pecuniary gain premeditates a murderous act 
of cruelty toward unresisting animals, may 
have the manner and speech of a gentleman, 
bat a humane gentleman he is not.

The Full of Two loans Millionaire 


Politicians. 


New York Letter in Chicago Herald. 


I am compelled to record the ruin of two 


young millionaire politicians—William Wal- 
dorf Astor and Parry Belmont.' They went 
into politics on the English idea that aristo- 
crats can appropriately play at ruling the 
common' people. Astor went to Albany as a 
Republican assemblyman, and ruined his 
chances'of rb-election by voting submissively 
with the jobbers. Then he struck out for 
congress, rtndhis famous "personal canvass" 
ensued. He made the round of all thesaloons 
in his district, treating tho loungers in each 
place and taking no change from a $30 gold 
piece; he attended a political association's 
ball and danced with its belle, who happened 
to bo a girl from a tobacco factory; he shook 
hands effusively with workingmon in their 
places of employment, and all this he did 
•with such a palpable feeling of condescension 
that lie gave offense instead of gaining favor. 
Moreover, that course damaged him' im- 
mensely with his wealthy and fashionable 
neighbors, who read copious reports of his 
previous day's doings in their morning jour- 
nals, and wore disgusted by his sycophancy. 
He made tho most strenuous efforts to cir- 
cumvent the reporters, but their carriages 
usually kept up with his own. He was de- 
feated overwhelmingly in a district nominally 
Republican. President Arthur, looking for- 
ward to social solidity here after his services 
in Washington aro over, appointed him 
minister to Italy, and all tho world knows 
what a fool he has made of himself In Rome. 


Well, about Belmont. He went into poli- 


tics as a Democrat, choosi»g a Long Island 
district in which he could claim a. residence 
by ostensibly living on his daddy's stock farm. 
Ho was elected to congressnndertheguidance 
of ex-Editor Hurlbert, of The World, and got 
along without serious mishap in Washington. 
But at homo his prospects Imvo all gone to 
the dogs. John Dovoy, editor of The Irish 
Nation, recklessly and unjustly assailed old 
man August Belmont for having diverted 
somo Fenian fund money into British hands, 
and tho millionaire prosecuted him into the 
penitentiary, where he is now serving a six 
months' sentence. What's tho consequence! 
Every Irishman in the son's district is down 
on tho young chap through hatred of tho 
father. "The handwriting is so distinct on the 
wall that, when tho local Democratic leaders 
were lately invited to a grand dinner in his 
honor, so many of them declined that the 
project was abandoned. Politics will not 
much longer be a plaything for Perry. 


So are ended the political careers of an 


Astor and a Belmont. They have demon- 
strated that money will not buy favor with 
the American peoole. It takes brains. Often 
the menial requisite is unfortunately allied to 
dishonesty or meanness, but that is bettor 
than, to let moneyed mediocrity win. 


But it is too hot here to discuss politics. The 


city was almost empty on the Fourth of July. 
Some thousands and I went to Long Branch. 
There I cama across ex-President Grant. 
Everybody 
addresses him as general, 


which 
would 
seem to prove that his 


military 
glory : surpasses 
his 
civic 


glory in popular estimation. Ho sat and 
chatted on the veranda of George W. Childs1 
cottage. He doesn't know yet for certain 
whether he will como down for the summer. 
There came along a most remarkable double- 
decked, red and yellow and blue wagon, gor- 
geous enough for a Vermont peddler and odd 
enough for a circus street procession. It was 
built for a green grocer, who loads it every 
morning and sends it on the rounds among the 
cottages. That started Grant on his experi- 
ence as a Long Branch householder. 


The Yellow Fever Drawback. 


Cor. Boston Herald. 


As there was no yellow fever in town to 


speak of, there was no risk in spending the 
night in Vera Cruz, tho train for the City of 
Mexico leaving at 6 o'clock in the morning. 
There is, indeed, said to be no danger of 
catching the yellow lover by spending merely 
a day in a place where it is raging, for there 
is no time for one's system to get saturated 
with the miasma or whatever may cause the 
disease. However this may be, when the 
pestilence is at its height the railway com- 
pany runs a train out of town on steamer; 
days as soon as the passengers can get ashore • 
and got their baggage passed through the 
custom house, taking them up as far as Cor- 
doba—a healthy place among the hills—where 
they spend the night and continue their 
journey the next morning. The people of 
Vera Cruz appear to be rather indifferent to 
the disease. Tho greater number of the in- 
habitants have had it, and there is said to be 
no danger of catching it a second time. The 
merchants, it is stated, would not like to see 
the city rid of it, for now other houses are 
afraid to establish themselves there, and they 
thereby are secured against competition, and 
tlirough their monopoly ore enabled to amass 


. immense fortunes. 
: 


Tho yellow fever is proving, however, a 


serious drawback to the commerce of New 
Orleans andGalveston with Mexico, which 
should naturally be important Those places 
are so afraid of the yellow fever that ithey ore 
quarantined against Vera Cruz and other 
Mexican ports in tho summer months, and 
the consequent serious interruption of trade 
prevents it from settling into regular chan- 
nels there, and is largely diverted to other 
places. Unless something is done in the way 
of less stringent regulations, the establish- 
ment of railway communication next year 
will be likely to deprive those places of their 
growing Mexican commerce, upon which they 
placed high hopes. New Orleans, especially, 
feels keenly the discrimination made against 
its trade by its health authorities, and the 
merchants of that city, who havo worked 
hard .to advance their Mexican exchange lor 
that purpose, feel that tho health of tho place 
could be preserved equally well under less 
oppressive quarantine regulations.

The 
full-grown specimen may bear little resem- 
blance to itself in earlier years, be it a man 
or a locomotive, a menagerie or a mnrderer; 
but tho some spirit is there, only educated by 
circumstances and furnished with a bigger 
body. Tho present "greatest circus on earth, 
or ei^ht in one," contrasts strangely with 
Uicilrst circus in tho United States, which 
stajtal.out of Putnam county, N. Y.j in 1827 
or 182S. The latter had but eight or ton per- 
formers, as many horses, neither tents nor 
seats, and advertised only by marching 
through th.o village invested, with a man 
ahead calling out the place of exhibition, etc. 
The programme included feats of strength, 
leaping, etc., and riding without saddle, and 
the ring was pitched in yards wherever con- 
venient. After a time an elephant was 
added, and from this grew the menagerie ad- 
dition. In 1832 the first tent was used in 
New York city.

THE Cheyenne and Arapahoe In- 


dians, having decided that cattle- 
raising is likely to be en extensive 
enterprise in Indian Territory, are 
waking advantageous contracts with 
ranchmen for the lease of their un- 
occupied land. These tribes have 
already rented 600,000 acres at an 
aunnal rental of $02,357, half to be 
paid in cattle. The first payment 
was recently made in 200 pounds of 
silver dollars, and six months hence 
the cattle will be divided np by the 
members of the tribes. The Indian?, 
who seem to be gittod with excel- 
lent business shrewdness, will em- 
ploy a white man to look after their 
cattle, and at the end of tho land 
lease will probably have somewhere 
in the neighborhood of $3,000,000 
worth of cattle. 


The Commissioners' Duties.

i«l8 them, instead of making mnkeshifts. 
to build good, substantial and permanent 
roads. It requires work to IM> done ac- 
cording to the bent method of road-mak- 
ing. They are nl«n required tn see thut 
neighboring land owners do uot allow 
the highways to become obstructed with 
hedges, burdocks', thistles or weoils. Full 
provisions are made for good drainage. 
All road taxes hereafter must be paid iu 
money. A levy of from sixty conta to one 
dollar ia allowed on the $100. Now, let's 
have good roads.

JUDGE LYNCH'S CARNIVAL. 


The Clingan Murder Avenged at the 


Hand of a Mob. 


The Way it Was Done—A Horse thief 


in Kansas Served Likewise -The 


Kansas City Murder Trial- 


Hews from the Nation- 


al Capital, Etc. 


DBS KOINES, !»., July26.-As was ex- 


pected by all familiar with the history ot 
the murder, the l«at chapter In the Polk 
City tragedy occurred yeateid*r morning at 
3 o'clock, when Hardy, the murderer of 
Clingan, who was rescued from the hand* 
ol a mob Saturday, the 15th, and lodged in 
the Shelby county Jail at Harlan, was taken 
therefrom and lynched. About 10 o'clock 
Monday ' night 
Mrs. S. 
Waflttni, 


wife 
of 
John 
Watklns, 
thought 


she heard some ouo prowling around 
the Jail, and Deputy 
Sheriff 
O. O. 


Bennett 
and 
Walking 
went 
on a 


tcarcb, but discovering nothing they went 
to their rest again. Butabont 2 o'clock the 
Jail was suddenly surrounded by a body of 
masked men, numbering from eighty to 
100, who speedily entered the Jail, over- 
powered Watkins and tied him with a cord. 
They then took the keys ironi Mrs. Wat- 
bins, and speedily 
opened 
the 
cell

out. The whole transaction 


occupied bnt a few moments. Bud little 
n*hn was made.' During thla time Deputy 
Sheriff Bennett was corralled tip-stairs In 
the Jail, and, of course, 'could do nothing, 
bnt as soon as the mob went off with the 
prlsonerj ho fired several shots, which 
aroused the neighbors. 
Henry Ash. the 


night watchman, rang, the fire-bell which 
brought out quickly a crowd of men who 
seemed to be bewildered and did not 
know Just where to go to -find {any thing. 
The mob meantime, with Hardy in custody, 
qnickly moved to the 
bridge across tbe 


Botna liver, about a mile 'from the Jail. 
Soon after the firing ot revolvers in that 
direction gave the clew to citizens who bad 
been aroused by the alarm bell, and they 
followed in that direction.

no trace of tho mob or the prisoner could 
be found, and a few persons who were in 
advance had turned back, saying Hardy 
was not to be found. This did not satisfy 
the minds of all, and various speculations 
were indulged in iu regard to what had be- 
came of the prisoner. It was surmised 
that be had cither been shot or banged, 
and then thrown into the river and probably 
floated down stream. Search was made in 
tbe river near the bridge, and the body ol 
Hardy was found moored to the 
bank. 


Bis hands were tied behind him with a part 
of the same rope used to bind the jailer. 
Star KB of u rope around his neck were 
Tliible, and his neck was broken. Eleven 
•hots were fired into his body, ten of which 
went into bis back bet ireen bis shoulders, 
and ono went into bis breast near his 
heart. It can not be told whether lie was 
first shot and then bung, or vice versa, but 
cerialnltislhejobwas done with venge- 
ance, and In a most thorough manner. 


Coroner Cha,dburo took charge ot tbe 


body, and mating an examination it was 
brought to town and put in charge of Hen- 
ry Carle, the undertaker, and an inquest is 
now being held. The corpse presented n 
most nbastly and horrible sight when drag- 
ged out In tho weird moonlight, and tbe set 
teeth and contorted features bore evidence 
to the agony he must have endured while 
on the way to the scene of the execution. 
The crowd who did the lynching were evi- 
dently .well prepared, and 
seemed well 


armed with revolvers. They came from 
the-direcUon ot Harne on horseback, and 
baited on tho road about 200 yards, where 
they ttfd their horses and came on foot to 
town, a distance of one mile. They bad 
sentinels stationed around and were provid- 
ed wlth-sledge-hammers to break open the 
Jail-i' necessary. Persons who heard the 
raewpswlng on their way to the bridge 
beard;Hardy'8 voice pleading , for mercy.

About Trade Leagues 


CTiicoai) Juurmil. 


Any league which binds every memlx'r 


to (Irmaud whatever u innj inty of itn 
members may dcniuud is mi olFense 
uguiimt society. It d™tn>>H the freedom 
of tlio laborer, for the purpose of destrny- 
iniithA freedom of tlie employer.—'New 
Yorli Tribune. 


This is in a measure truo enough, 


but what shall be said of those man- 
ufacturers, merchants, 
producers, 


dealers,corporations and others who 
enter into "leagues" by which the 
pries of living and housekeeping 
commodities are put up and kept up, 
to tbe serious hardship of poor men? 
The question at tho bottom of this 
whole matter is, If the necessaries 
and comforts of life are to be raised 
to exorbitant prices by moans of 
"pooling" and "cornering" conspira- 
cies, by which the poor, man is rob- 
bed, are not the poor men—the me- 
chanics, artisans and laboring men— 
justified in also entering into leagues 
for "pooling" and "cornering" the 
price of their labor, which is the only 
thing they have to sell or to depend 
upon? If conspiracy and robbery 
are to be the rule, why should the 
poor workingman be the exception? 


The fact is, the flagitious system 


of combinations and "leagues" which 
producers, dealers and carriers enter 
into for the violation of the ordinary 
and legitimate laws of trade, and 
which have become so common in 
thi 3 country of late years, is the real 
cause of our labor troubles. These 
trade and traffic "leagues," by snb- 
,stitnting the law of "corners" in the 
piece of the law of supply and de- 
msnd, have increased the cost of liv- 
ing to such an extent that the indus- 
trial classes are absolutely driven 
into "leagues" themselves as a mat- 
ter of self-protection against the sys- 
tematic species of robbery. There 
aro two Bides—perhaps more than 
two sides—to this question, and it is 
about time that political and social 
economists should more gravely sera 
tinize the real philosophy of the 
matter.

Yesterday noon

alone and walked down the steep pathway 
leading to McCloy's Ferry.

there a short time, he stepped into a small 
scow with John McCloy, the ferryman, and 
proceeded out into the stream.

minutes after four o'clock McCloy rowed 
him leisurely down the river till within a 
short 
distance of the Maid-of-tho-Mist 


Lauding. Webb deliberately took off his 
coat and h»t and undershirt, and clothed 
only in short red cotton trunks, plunged 
boldly into the water. He took the center 
of the river, and swimming on bis breast 
made his way with the current lapparently 
without effort and well able to control his 
movements until he reached the suspension 
bridge, which he passed under i at 4:33 p. 
m., nine minutes after he entered the 
water. lie was swept untl-r the bridge 
with great velocity, but was evidently able 
to swim if he desired to exert himself.

bore him ou its surface past Buttery's 
Whirlpool Rapids Elevator, where he was 
seen to rise on the crest of a mammoth 
billow.

The Jacksonville Camp Meeting. 


' EDWOBS BteosiijoAH:—ThM ia the fifth 
day ol the Jacksonville camp meetinK, 
and possibly a short account of (itmight 
be acceptable to your readers. The 
camp meeting is held on the Morgan 
county fair grounds, situated about a 
mile and three-quarters west of the city 
square. There ia a good shade and an 
abundant supply of good water. The 
street oars run right up to the grounds. 
There is a large boarding tent on the 
ground kept by our townsman, Mr. 
Songer. I believe that it is giving gen- 
eral satisfaction. There are about fifty 
tents already occupied, and more are go- 
ing up every day. During the camp 
meeting the weather has been fine; on 
Sunday and Monday it was hot during 
the day, but cool and pleasant at night 
It is no small satisfaction that our rest at 
night is not disturbed by mosquitoes; 
there are none here. The attendance has 
been good, the congregations ranging 
from 300 to 4,000 people. The behavior 
has been good—no drinking, and as a 
natural result, no profanity or rowdyism.
